1, The following is a report on photographic coverage of: 
a. 177 priority targets in South China and North Vietnam; 
b, Targets in Laos adjacent to the South China border; 
c. Targets in the Sino-Indian border area, 
South China/North Vietnam 


20 Since the last report, the total number of priority targets increased 
from 176 to 177, This increase was the result of the addition of an area of 
active construction near An Shun which may have a military association, 


3. One BLUE SPRINGS and seven [mis sions were flown 


against priority targets during the reporting period. According to field reporting, 
these missions provided coverage of 12 priority targets in North Vietnam, 


4, was programmed to cover 
several of the priority targets. Results of this mission are not yet available. 


Do Tab A lists 95 of the 177 priority targets in South China and North 
Vietnam and shows coverage as follows: 


Column 4 - Base line coverage since 1 March 1966, shown 
by date. 


Column 5 - The number of times surveillance coverage has 
been added to the base line photography. 


Column 6 - Date of the most recent base line/surveillance 
quality coverage. 
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Underlinings show additions since the previous report -- three base line and 
three surveillance. The fact that the date shown antedates this report may be 
accounted for by the addition of a target or further study of photography taken 
in a previous reporting period. 

6. The map at Tab B shows both high and low resolution coverage 
reported as acquired on priority targets in South China/North Vietnam since 
30 August 1966.
